FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 
REGULAR SBSSION.

WASHINGTON, April 5. —SENATE.— 
Senator Hill of New York gave notice 
that at 2 o’clock next Monday* he 
would submit a few remarks on the 
pending tariff bill. Some amusement 
was created by the introduction of the 
following resolution by Mr. George of 
Mississippi: 

Resolved, that in dew of the pres- 
ent depressed financial condition of the 
people, the low price of agr icultural 
and other products, and the indebted- 
ness of the people and the increased 
value of money, the Committee on Ju- 
diciary_be directed to prepare a bill 
to reduce by 20 per cent, all official in- 
comes not protected by the statutes 
of the United States. The resolution was 
referred, in accordance with its terms, 


while some Senators indulged in good- 


natured. badgering.at the expense of 
Mr. George, Senator’ Gray remarking 
sotto voce, that ‘it Ww. worse than an 
income tax. 

At the request of Senator Hansbrough 
of North Dakota the Senate took’ up 
the bill appropriating $1,000,000 for the’ 
destruction of the Russian thistle. Sen- 
ator Mills of Texas spoke in opposition 
to it, basing his objections upon the 
spreading tendency towards paternal- 
ism in government. If the Russian this- 
tle made its appearance in the District 
of Columbia it would be the duty of 
Congress, under the constitution to 
take action to suppress it, but outgide | 
of the district, Congress could not go. 

Mr. Kyle of South Dakota proposed 
an amendment providing that the sum 
appropriated should be divided pro rata 
among the States where the-thistle is 
found, according to the estimated cost 
of exterminating it and that if any 
part of the appropriation should re- 
main unexpended after the destruction, 
it should be divided pro rata among 
the States interested for the purpose 
of preventing its return. Mr. Allen 
of Nebraska supported the bill, calling 
attention to the fact that the weed was 
not indigenous, but had gained a foot- 
hold here under the laws of the nation, 
the immigration laws. 

Senator George of Mississippi sup- 
ported Mr. Kyle’s amendment. 

Senator Harris expressed some sur- 
prise that the Senator from Mississippi 
(Senator George) should give voice to 


-gsuch un-Democratic theories as that 


the genéral government should interfere 
with the State governments, 

“T am -not making this speech to 
make it plausible to the Senator from 
Tennessee,’’ replied Senator George. ‘‘I 
know what his views are and know they 
are not in accordance with the consti- 
tution.’’ (Laughter.) 

“T am very glad to have that an- 
nouncement,”’ replied Senator Harris de- 
liberately. ‘‘Let it go on record.’ 

‘Whether it is oracular or not, it is 
true,” was the retort of Senator George. 

At o’clock the tariff bill was laid 
before the Senate as the unfinished busi- 
ness, and the thistle bill went over 
without action. Senator Peffer was 
recognized, but Senator Call asked the 
Senator to yield for.a motion to go into 
executive session, which Peffer agreed 
to do on condition that it should not 
last too long and he should be en- 
titled to the floor when the Senate re- 
sumed its open session. 

Senator Harris, however, asked Sena- 
tor Peffer not to yield, as he did not 
wish the tariff bill interfered with. 
He objected to the motion»gf Senator 
Call and demanded the yeas and nays. 
The roll was called and the motion 
prevailed, 31 to 19, and the Senate went 
into executive session, which lasted 


until 5:15, when «adjournment was 
taken. 
HOUSE.—Mr. Boatner’s resolutions, 


calling upon the Attorney-Genral for a 


statement of what the government was 
doting for the protection of its interests 
in the Union Pacifie railroad, was 
adopted. 

The Bering Sea Bill passed.and the 
House went into committee of the 
whole and after some good-natured bane 
ter by Mr. Reed on the subject of the 
billion-dollar Congress, the Urgent De- 
ficiency Bill was taken up. The Dill, 
which, carried something over $1,000,- 
000, was passed with one important 
amendment providing for the continua- 
tion of the work of the Census Bureau 
until March 4, 1895, and providing for 
the publication in a volume of 250 pages 
of an abstract of all the data procured 
by the census. 

After the deficiency bill was disposed 
of the consideration of the Postoffice 
Appropriation Bill was resumed. Only 
one amendment was adopted today, 
that setting aside $30,000 for the estab- 
lishment of star routes to new post- 
offices.

WASHINGTON, April 5.—The Senate 
Committee on Military Affairs agree 
today to recommend an increase in 
the limit of cost for the construction of 
Fort Crook, Neb., to $750,000, and that 
of Fort Harrison, Mont., to $500,000, in 
accordance with the terms of an amend- 
ment proposed by Senator Manderson. 
The amendment will next go to the 
Senate Committee on Appropriations. 


A Presidential Pardon. 
WASHINGTON, April 5.—The Presi- 
dent has granted a pardon to Willie 
Lunn, who was sentenced in Nevada 
to ten years’ imprisonment and a $1000 
fine. The reason assigned is the fail- 
ing health of the prisoner. 


A Transcontinental Boulevard. 
WASHINGTON, April 5.—Represen- 
tative Dunpay of New York has intro- 
duced a bill providing for the appoint- 
ment by the President of a commission 
to examine and report upon the feasi- 
bility and desirability of constructing 
a boulevard from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific oceans.

The Court Fixes the Matter of Pay for Ovct- 
time—The Receivers’ Schedule Re- | 
jected—Thanked by the 

Employees.

OMAHA, April 5.—Organized labor 
today won its greatest victory, when, 
in the United States Circuit Court, 


his decision in the Union Pacific wage- 
schedule contest. In ‘the long legal 
opinion this declaration of the court 
stands out most prominently: 

“A corporation is organized capital, 
capital consisting of money and prop- 
erty: Organized labor is organized cap- 
ital, its capital consisting of. brains 
and muscle. What it is lawful for one 
to do, it is lawful for ‘the other to do. 
It is lawful for the stockholders and 
officers of a corporation to associate 
and confer together for the purpose 
of reducing the wages of its employees, 
or’ of devistng other means of making 
their investments profitable; it is 
equally dawful for organized labor to 
associate, consult and confer, with a 
view to maintain or increase wages. 
Both act from the promptings of en- 
lightened selfishness, and the action of 
both is iawful when no illegal or crim- 
inal means are used or ‘threatened.” 

The courtroom was thronged with 
railroad men, at the hour set for the 
rendering of the decision. There were 
few pre.iminaries before Judge Cald- 
“Well began the reading. As the opinion 
proceeded, the faces of the Union Pa- 
cific managers lengthened, while those 
of the employees grew roseate, as they 
saw the drift of the decision, and began 
to realize what a remarkable victory 
was in store for them. At its close 
the silence became oppressive, and 
until Marshal White declared a recess 
not a 'movément was made on the part 
of the spectators to .break the spell. 
It was a dramatic ending to what 
has been a most dramatic case. 

There was not a phrase, not even 
a@ word of legal verbiage about ‘the 
important document, “‘for,’”’ Judge Cald- 
well declared, “I wanted it to pe so 
plain that even the lowest man #n the 
could understand every word 

When Judge Caldwell left the bench 


| the leading men of both sides shook 


hands with the fearless jurist, Mr. 
Vrooman_thanking the court for its de- 
cision. ‘‘No thanks are necessary, Mr. 
Vrooman,’’ responded the Judge: 
“When a court does its duty without 
fear or favor, it is not deserving of any 
‘thanks. The path was well-blazed, all 
thé court had to do was to reiterate 
the principles laid down from the be- 


ginning, and that it had sought to do 


in its feeble way.” 

before the court © adjourned, 
Judge Gantt of North Platte, attorney 
for the men, asked the court to fix 
the expense account fof the men, in 
view of the fact that there were differ- 
ences of opinion. Instantly Judge Cald- 
well’ responded: ‘‘You ought to be 
ashamed of yourself to ask the court 
to participate in this matter. Don’t 
come here with the statement that you 
cannot agree with the expenses.” Then, 
turning to the room: “Is one of the re- 
ceivers here?’ 

“No, was the reply. ‘There is 
General Manager Dickinson; you may 
arrange with him as to expenses which 
will cover the cost of the average liv- 
ing in Omaha, which can be easily as- 
certained.” 

General Manager Dickinson nodded 
his approval. . 

As to the far-reaching character of 
the opinion, the utterance of Attorney 
George L. Hodges, who represented 
the engineers, is most timely: 
the greatest judgment in vindication 
of the rights of men pronounced by 
any court since the historic judgment 
of Lord Mansfield in the Somerset 
case.”’ 

The opinion continues in force the 
present rules and regulations govern- 
ing the road men, except until the dif- 
ferent organizations voluntarily agree 
to modify the over-time features of the 
present schedules. It modifies the or- 
ders of Judges Dundy, Riner and Hal- 
lett made in the wage cases, the former 
ordering the receivers to put the new 
rules and regulations in force, the lat- 
ter restraining the enforcement of the 
new schedules pending a hearing be- 
tween the receivers and the men. It 
lays down new principles of arbitra- 
tion between the contending forces of 
wages and capital, being in direct op- 
position to the opinon of Judge — 
kins in the Northern Pacific wdage- 
matter, and it lays down stringent 
rules as to intoxication on the part of 
the employees, who are held to be 
servants of the court. Scholarly and 
dignified, it exhausts tHe questions 
which have been bitterly fought in 
many instances since the century be- 
gan, and is a complete victory for the 
rights of the toiling masses. Judge 
Caldwell with impressive force read the 
opinion of the court, in which Judge 
Riner concurs, as follows: 

After stating the facts of the road’s 
coming into the hands of receivers. 
Judge Caldwell says the relation of 
these men to the company and the rate 
of wages are determined mainly by cer- 
tain written rules, regulations and 
schedules which were the result of free 
and voluntary conferences between the 
managers of the railroad and represen- 
tatives of the men in the different 
branches of the service, viz.: among the 
rules and regulations referred to was 
one to the effect that no change was 
to be made in rules or rate of wages 
without first giving the labor organiza-; 
tions reasonable notice. : 

‘Judge Caldwell then recites how the 
receivers were in court last January 
to force reduction of wages.. When the 
agreement was reached on rules, reg- 
ulations and schedules relating to train 
dispatchers and operaters yet at con- 
ference held under order of the circuit 
judges, the position assumed by the re- 
ceivers in. the petition was found un- 
tenable, was. abandoned and the rules 
and regulations governing the teleg- 
raphers’ wages were adopted. Judge 
Caldwell then says that when a court 
of equity takes upon itself conducting 
of business and operating a road it be- 
comes employees of the court and sub- 
ject to its orders. 

The-court contends that the receivers

The court de- 
sired economical administration, but 
to do this wages must not be below just 
compensation. The recommendation of 
the receivers .to adopt their schedule 
cannot be accepted, because it was 
adopted without giving the men an 
opportunity to be heard, which is a 
yiolation of the agreement. Specific 
performance of’ a contract to render 
personal service cannot be enforced 
by injunction on pain of penalties o1 
any other means. No injunction or. 
dered can make such interference any 
more of contempt than the law makes 
it without such orders.

Judge Gibson Sustains a Demurrer Against

CHICAGO, April 5.—Judge Gibson to- 
day sustained ‘the demurrers filed hy 
Atty-Gen. Maloney to the pleas of the 
Whisky Trust to the quo warranto pro- 
ceedings.

AMERICANISM. 


We hear a great deal these days 
about ‘‘Amenicanism,” but widely vary- 
ing are the definitions of tthe term as 
given by differant classes of agitators, 
who’ make use of ‘the word in connec- 
tion with the furtherance of political 
echemes, or who. would do iniquity in 
its name. 

Americanism is that quality of patri- 
otism ‘that believes, firstg last and ali 
the time in the value of evefything that 
is truly American, and whose political 
faith is based upon the grand princi- 
ples of constitutional liberty, and that 
makes a man prouder than of anything 
else, of 'the one fact that he is an Amer- 
{ean «citizen. 

In order ito ‘have this feeling, and to 
be truly dominated by ‘tthe American 
sentiment, it is by mo means essential 
that a man be born upon American 
eoil. e accident of birth does not 
count in this matter. Some of the no- 
blest patriots and leaders known ‘to our 
history were of foreign . birth, but, 
in coming to this land they had come 
dmbued with a love for our institutions, 


_ sand, after a few years of life here, they 


had become ‘thoroughly Americanized; 
the flag of their native country was no 
Jonger ttheir flag, but the Stars and 
Stripes was ‘the flag that they honored, 
the one flag that to them, as to us, was 
the noblest symbol of human freedom. 

The American republic, when first it 
became ‘a nation, ‘threw open its ,doors 
tto 'the oppressed throughout the world. 
It was willing that men should come 
from all quarters of the globe ané 
share with us the blessing which 
erty conferred upon us. But the idea 
accompanying this invitation was that 
men who came to us Should come, not 
unsympalthizing 
aliens, and remain such, but that they 
should come ‘to aid us in the upbuild- 
ing of our institutions as loyal Amer!- 
oans, loving the country of their adop- 
‘tion, adhering to its laws and entering 
into the spirit of the principles upon 
which it is based. 

The influence of immigration upon 
our national life, either’for good or for 
ill, depends wholly upon. whether those 
coming to our shores come with the in- 
tention of intelligently entering into 
our national life or whether they come 
as individuals clinging, to old-world 


ideas, adhering to home customs and. 
modes of thought and continuing to 
remain What they were before they 


Don’t forget this binding fact, | 


came, Germans, or Italians, or Swiss, 
or Poles, or Hungarians, with no inten- 
tion of throwing in their lot with us 
and helping us to do the great work 
which we have to accomplish for the 
future of freedom. Immigrants who 
do not come in this spirit of adoptiom 
are no help to the republic, but are 
rather a source of danger, obstructing 
the progress of our national life and 
threatenirg us with new ills which 
are born of their lack of sympathy 
with, and loyalty to our _ political 
methods. We do not want to see per- 
petuated that distinction which talks 
of the Irish-American, or the German- 
American vote, but all of these adopted 
citizens of ours should stand oh a polit- 
ical level with us as purely American. 
The fact that they happened to be 
born upon the other side of the water 
has nothing to do with their life here. 
If they have come to us in the true 
spirit of adoption they are as much 
American as we are so far as their 
political and national life goes, and 


try is their country. 

That was a splendid utterance of 
the Hon. Richard Guenther of Wis- 
consin when he sali: | 

““‘We know as well as any other class 
of American citizens where our duties 
belong. We will work for our cduntry 
in time of peace and fight for it in 
time of war, if a time of war should 
ever come. When I say our country, 
I mean, of course, our adopted country— 
I mean the United States of America. 
After passing through the crucible of 
naturalization, we are no longer Ger- 
mans; we are Americans. Our attach- 
ment to America cannot be measured 
by the length of our residence here. 
We are Americans from the moment we 
touch the American shore until we are 
laid in American graves. We will fight 
for America whenever necessary. Amer- 
ica first, last, and all the time. America 


| against Germany, America against the 


world; America right or wrong; always 
America. We ape Americans,” 
| The spirit of these words is the spirit 


is the exaltation of country, a pride in 
its honor and integrity, a willingness 
of self-sacrifice for the country’s good, 
and earnest zeal for its upbuilding and 
prosperity.

| nationality among ourcitizens, but the 
love of country dominates all.

‘The growing importance which is at- 
tached by the great powers of Eu- 
rope to commercial affairs is shown by 
the intense interest which the Emperor 
of Germany took in the negotiation of 
the cémmercial aty with , Russia, 
and in the great efforts which the Czar 
of Russia has been making to conclude 
a commercial treaty with Austria. It 
may be unpleasant for them to do.so, 
but the potentates of Europe have been 
forced to recognize the fact that the 
Stability of their rule rests upon some- 
thing more than bayonets and orders 
of nobility. When it’comes to declaring 
war, it is more than ever a quéstion of 
finances, and the Rothschilds fre- 
quently have more to say in these mat- 
ters than do the rulers of the various 
countries. The fact is that the whole 
world is rapidly getting down to a com- 
mercial basis.

PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


Regular Weekly Meeting of the Board of 
Directors. 


directors of the Public Library was 
held at the usual hour yesterday, Di- 
rectors Howard, Spalding and Dobin- 
son being present. ; | 
Bills to the amount of $360.32 were 
presented and approved. 
The librarian, Miss Kelso, reported 


| that the home use of books for March 


was 28,733 volumes; reading-room, 10,-- 
476; reference-room, 3485, making @ 
grand total of 42,667, the largest issue 
in the history of the library; there 
were 406 new members added, making 
the total active membership = 15,005.. 
There were 423 donaticns during the 
month, being mostly United States gov- 
ernment documents. 

The sales of the new fiction list 
amounted to 955 and the public seemed 
very glad to have such a list of books 
up to date. The new system has been 
the means of facilitating business and 
saves much time for the patrons of the 
library. 

It was resolved to close the library 
on Tuesday on account of the fiesta. 

A resolution was passed offering a 
reward of $10 for information leading 
to the conviction of persons who have 
been cutting the files of the Chicago 
Tribune, all of the papers on file in 
the reading rooms being permanently 
preserved for reference and were so 
often called for that such mutiliation 
was a serious offense. . 

It was decided not to hold any fur- 
ther examination for admission to the 
library training classes for the present, 
as the press Of work during the winter 
months does not afford the time neces- 
sary for instruction. . 


THE PACKING-HOUSE. 


‘Inspected by the Officials of the 


Health Board. - 


All Precautions are Taken to Secure Cleanli- 
ness and the Establishm nt is Found —. 
. to Be in a Good Sanitary 
Conditicn. 


The Board of Health, together with 
Officer Powers and a Times reporter, 
visited the Cudahy Packing-house yes- 
terday afternoon and were shown about 


the place by Manager w! T. Maurice, 


The pens where the hogs awaiting 
Slaughter are kept, as has been pub- 
lished heretofore, have a _ gradually 
sloping bottom of cement slightly fur- 
rowed and with the furrows running 
in the direction of the slope. The filth 
that had accumulated under the hogs 
was apparently only such as had col- 
lected during the day. There are fa- 
cilities for thoroughly flushing all of 
this bottom. 

The visitors were conducted through 
the rooms where the slaughtering is 


‘done and where the fat is rendered. | 


In the rendering room the air was 
found disagreeably warm and this, to- 
gether with the odor, made it somewhat 
stifling. 

The upper floors are of wood and the 
heavy wear has roughenedthem slightly 
but in the rooms where any considera- 
ble. amount of liquid finds its way on 
the floor are troughs, provided so that 
the liquid is conducted to the sewers 
below. These floors are as clean appar- 
ently as could be expected, under the 
The dried fertilizer 
made from the evaporation of the 
waste matter from the carcases seems 
to be entirely destitute of odor. The 
smell from the room where .the fertil- 
izer is dried was slightly disagreeable, 
but was not bad. From the open tank 
where the blood is dried there was 
scarcely any smell. 

In cases where fat is mingled with 


liquid running to waste there are what 


is known as grease traps, in which 
the fat rises to the top of the water 
and is skimmed off. In this manner 
and also by means of screens nearly 
all foreign matter in the water running 
through the various departments of 
the establishment is collected and saved 
so that the water when it finally leaves 
the building is comparatively clear. 

From the works the waste water runs 
through a short conduit under the rail- 
road and into the river bed. A. small 
portion of the river stream is diverted 
so as to run past the place where the 
waste water discharges. The discolora- 
tion of the waste water yesterday af- 
ternoon was scarcely noticeable, but it 
is stated that sometimes the discolora- 
tion is much greater. 

The slaughtering is:done at about 7 


.o’clock’in the morning,.and the condi- 


tons at that time are somewhat, differ- 
ent. 

Mr. Maurice said there is no denying 
or even an attempt to deny that it 
would be better to have the sewage 
from the works run into a sewer rather 
than into the river. Further than this 
the company would be very glad to 
connect with a sewer if there only was 
one anywhere near the works. The 
company, however, feels that it should 
not be compelled to construct a private 
sewer at its. own expense from the 
works to the nearest public sewer. 
which is a considerable distance from 
there. He believed the works are kept 
in as cleanly a condition as it is pos- 
sible to keep them under the circum- 
Stances. It is certainly to. the com- 
pany’s interest to keep them so. 

One or two of the members of the 
board stated they believed a sewer 
should be constructed from the works 
to the nearest public sewer and the 
exipense therefor borne by abutting 
property the same as in the case of 
any other new sewer. It was also 
stated that as far as discharging sew- 
age into the river is concerned the 
Cudahy company is not nearly so 
much of an offender as some other 
parties,

Mr. Winship’s Taiks on English 
Literature. 


it Should Be More Generally Taught 
in Schools. 


Talks on Algebra and Geometry—Miss Ball's 
Work on Drawing 
Picasant Reception 
Enjoyed. 


Another large audicnce was present 
at the County Teachers’ Institute yes- 
terday. 


Section one continued its work in 
drawing. Miss Katherine Ball eon- 
ducted the lesson. She said that all 
forms are based on the sphere, cube 
and cylinder. The development of per- 
spective drawing from objects occupied 
the greater part of the time. 

The second part of the morning was 
spent in the gymnasium, where Mr. 
Bessing spoke on ‘Educational Gym- 
nastics.”” At the request of Superin- 
tendent Seamans the teachers spent 
the remainder of the hour in drill. 
Mr. Bessing was assisted in conduct- 
ing the drill by Mr. Vaughh and the 


Estelle Barden and Flora Schop- 
ach. 


In section three A. E. Winship of 
Boston spoke upon “English Litera- 
ture in the High Schools.” This ought 
to be the best taught, if not the most 
taught of any subject. It is neither 
much taught, nor, as a rule, well 
taught. The subjects can be made 
to mean so much to all students through 
life. Of all subjects, with the possible 
exception of history, literature most 
needs perspective. It should be taught 
with a view to have the students en- 
and know the best En- 
‘ 

The chronology of English is of no 
appreciable account so far as_ the 
teaching of literature is concerned. In 
history this should’ play a part. So 
far as I know, literature is always 
taught with chronology as god-father 
to the subject. It is customary also 
to divide literature into two great divi- 
sons of prose and poetry. It is equally 
universal to study literature biography, 
i. e., take Shakespeare and do all that 
is done with him at one time; the same 
with Lowell, Longfellow, etc. 

Literature has a better school per- 
spective when we classify it as the 
literature of nature, of human nature, 
of art; of patriotism, and of _ truth. 
The literature of nature _should. be 
largely enjoyed and appreciated in the 
lower grades, as should much of that 
relating to patriotism. The literature 
of the high school rounds out the work 
left undone in these two departments, 
but should emphasize the literature of 
human nature, of art, and of truth. 

Literature is .to be read rather than 
studied. Whatever of study it re- 
ceives as literature should be aimed at 
greater enjoyment, higher appreciation 
or fuller knowledge. Any study that 
chills the enjoyment, tones down the 
appreciation for the sake of fuller 
knowledge is a mistake, but it is no 
greater than to suppose that we have 
taught literature when we see that the 
student enjoys ‘‘David Copperfield, 


Literature is be’ taught for the 
greatest good of the greatest number.

AFTERNOON SESSION.. 

The first speaker on the programme. 
in the afternoon was Prof. Earl Barnes 
of Stanford University. He received 
a hearty round of applause as he came 
forward, and in his incisive energetic 
manner began his lecture on ‘‘The 
Study of Children.” 

He said the old, one-man philosophy 
had today branched out until there 
were specialists in many _ separate 
fields. One of these, educationally, is 
the study of children, which has only 
received much attention during the 
last ten years, notably in the last 
three. At Toronto at the National Ed- 
ucational Association three years ago 
there were but twenty-five workers; at 
Saratoga the next year, there were 
sixty; last year at Chicago, so great 
a number from all over the world 
that the largest room would not hold 
them all. 

There are three methods of work in 
this child study: one on some one 
particular child for a series of years. 
This is published as a biographical re- 
sult; one of the latest and best being 
that of Miss M. Shinn of the State Uni- 
versity. : 

A second method is what is termed 
laboratory method. Munsterberg leads 
these forty or more investigations. 

The third and Prof. Barnes’s method, 
is to take a wide range of observations 
on thousands of children, and from 
these observations derive general laws. 

We find ‘‘general average’’ children 
and plan courses of study, etc., for the 
average student. To those who say 
they know all this before, it may be 
answered that teachers have very di- 
verse opinions on dhese subjects. It 
may be taken as true that the child 
follows the historic development of the 
raee. 

The two great universities in Cali- 
fornia are doing an enormous amount 
of work alonmeside these lines of inves- 
tigation. For instance, 6000 children of 
Oakland were measured. as to their 
physical development. The _ results 
showed that no other children of the 
United States excel these in develop- 


ment. One hundred thousand 
chldren of « Europe he | fe- 
ceived such study; 1000 papers 


have been collected from children as 
_to their theological beliefs; 36,000 as to 
their likes and dislikes regarding -nat- 
ural objects; 25,000 regarding the histor- 
ical sense of time and place; 2500 as to 
generalizations. :

First Meeting of the Committee of One 
Hundred. 

The committee of one hundred which 
‘was arranged for at the mass-meeting. 
on March 24, will hold its first meet- 
ing on Saturday next, and the action 
which it may ‘take’ is likely to have 
a significant bearing upon the course 
of political events next fall. This com- 
mittee is composed of well-known citi- 
zens, Of every shade of political opin- 
ion, and has been created for the pur- 
pose of endeavoring to prevail upon all 
political parties in the county to con- 
duct their caucuses and primaries in a 
manner which wiil permit of the ex- 
pression and execution of the will of 
the majority of the ‘party, and that a 
management of the primaries on such 
ee is sadly needed, goes without say- 
ng. 
The memory of the last Republican 
County Convention is'still fresh in the 
mind of the public. Many of the dele- 
gates who held seats therein were 
elected in'a manner most outrageously 
fraudulent, and sworn affidavits were 
presented to that convention which dis- 
closed a state of affairs in the manage- 
ment of the primaries, absolutely dis- 
gusting. One affiant stated that he 
dro¥g@ a three-seated wagon on that 
day, under the direction of another 
man, and that he hauled three loads 
of nine or ten men each to three dif- 
ferent primary polling places in the 
city; that at each one of the places, 
all the men in all the loads got out and 
went into the polling-place; that prior 
to leaving the starting-place, they were 
all instructed as to where they were 
to say they lived by the man under 
whose direction the driver of the rig 
was. working, and that at the last 
polling-place the man in charge of the 
parties paid every man $2.

In Departmen t Two 
this morning Judge Otis decided the.test 
case in the Sunday closing ordinance sus- 
taining its constitutionality. On Sunday, 
March 26, Mespelt & Oweger, cigar 
dealers, kept» open in violation of the 
ordinance for the purpose. of making a 
test case being sustained in this action 
by a number of business men who con- 
tributed to a fund for the purpose of 
carrying the matter through the courts. 
The Gase was tried before Recorder Peck, 
and the parties convicted and. fined.

sworn and asked his opinion as to the 
injury to the business interests of the 
city, the ordinance occasioned. This was 
objected to by the City eg A on the 
ground of its irrelavency, and the objec- 
tion was sustained. Judge Otis sustained 
the decision of the lower court in this re- 
gard. As to the unconstitutionality of 
the ordinance on the grounds of its dis- 
criminating nature or its religious intol- 
lerance. The Judge stated that while he 
had held the former ordinance unconsti- 
tutional on account of its discriminating 
character, he did not consider the pres- 
ent ordinance open to that charge. That 
in his opinion it was general in its char- 
acter and thoroughly constitutional. As 
to the religious aspect the judge simply 
simply said that the Supreme Court had 
held that a law regulating the closing of 
business houses on Sunday was not a 
violation of the rights or privileges of 
any sect or denomination, and that had 
to be occupied whether it be regarded 
good or bad law. It is understood that 
the case will go to the Supreme Court.
